and this Morning we were inform’d, that all the Fire- 
Arms which were pledg’d to thofe Pawn-brokers that 
keep the Banks which are called Mounts of Piety, have 
been redeem’d by the Owners ; upon which News the 
Government immediately iffued Orders to barricade the 
Bridges of Quatre Capi and Sixtus V. and has not only 
plac’d a good Guard at the former, and reinfore’d that 
at the latter, but they talk of fhutting up five of the 
City-Gates.

The Corficans who welcom’d him to Shore, condutted 
him to the Palace of Cervione at Campo-Loro, which 
is the ordinary Refidence of the/Bithop of Aleria. This 
Foreigner calls himfelf Lord Theodore. ‘The principal

He appears to be of the Roman Catholick Religion, 
is always attended with Guards when he goes to 
Church, and is ferved at Table in nothing but Plate. 
He has caufed two Pieces of Cannon to be planted be- 
fore the Palace where he lodges, aad has four hundred 
Soldiers for his flanding Guard. In fhort, he caufes 
himfelf to be treated every where with all the Marks 
of Honour and Dillinétion. He has landed ou3 of the 
Ship that brought him over, 10 Pieces of Cannon, 4000 
Muskets, 3000 Pair of Shoes, feveral Trunks and 
Portmanteau’s, feveral Cheits full of Gold and Silver, 
and one large Cheft full of Chequins, Half Chequins, 


_and Quarter Chequins, of the Coin of Barbary, 7000 


Sacks of Corn, and a great Quantity of other Pro- 
vifions ; the whole amounting to the Value of Two 
Millions of Ducats: He has created four of the 
Chiefs of the Malecontents, Colonels, and afligned to 
each of them a Sallary of 200 Livres per Month : He 
has declared one of the principal Inhabitants of Aleria 
a Knight, and has chofe another for his Treafurer : 
he has formed twenty-four Companies of Soldiers, and 
has not only dittributed all the Arms and all the Shoes 
that were on board the Englith Ship among the Cor- 
fican Malecontents, but has given to cach of them a 
Piece of Money. We are affured that he is fhortly 
to fet out from Aleria, to refide at Cacincha, near the 
Fortrefs of St. Pelegrino, of which the Malecontents 
are alfo in Pofleffion ; and he fays that next Month 
he expects four Ships more, wirh a powertul Supply. 
When he formed the twenty-four Companies of 
Soldiers above-mentioned, he appointed all the Cap- 
tains, and declared that their Numbers fhould be in- 
creafed to a Handred. ; 

The Arrival of this Poreigner has given Occafion to 
fuch Conje€tures as are very extraordinary. ‘Ihe Male- 
contents give out that he is furnifhed with Letters 
Patent from the Pope, and three other Potentates, and 
thac it will not be long before we fhall know who he 
is, by the Arrival of a Squadron of Men of War. 
They add moreover, that this Ifland will immediately 
be fubject to fome other Matter ; which has caufed an 
inexpreflible Confternation here, for fear leit the Male- 
contents fhould come to befiege this Place both by Sea 
and Land. 

Venice, April 10. O: §. Letters of the 3d of laf 
Month from Conftantinople fay, That the Preparations
